iSaviotir, ostahlished the religion of the

from the date of the various coins it is 
lielieved that the trea.sure thus unearthed 
at lilis late day was hitr’tcil by none other 
than the great llerando Do Soto and his 
follinvor.s, about the yobr 16S(», as it is 
well known that tlie discoverer of. llic 
miglily Missi.s.aii)pi was in this vleinily 
about that time, and tdso that lie was 
suriotisly trotthlcd by the hostile Indians.

State pa.ssed a hiw authorizing eertain 
named tuwiiships to pledge thelreredit to 
aid ill the coiestruetion of a. connecting 
railroad, and at the .session of 1869 ex­ 
tended that act into a general law "to 
“enable any townsliii), eity, or village to 
“ pledge its aid, by loan or donation, to 
“nay railronil coniptiny muv cliarterial or 
“orgnnized, or that may lioroafter be 
“organized, under and by virtue of the 
"laws of the State of Alieliigan, in the 
“eonstruction of its road.” 
'.I’eeliiiieal- 
ities aside, the priiieijtle involved in 
those nets, or State aid, eamc up bcfofo 
the Supreme Court on tho 26th iilt., and 
wa.s there deeided tigaiiist by the Uldef 
d ustiee and two of his three assoeiates in 
an opinion that i.s so just, ealni, and .sen­ 
sible that we xvill endeavor to synojisize 
it.s main jioints. 
Taxation, said the court in effect, is 
the taking of the peo¡)le’s money under 
the iiuplied eondition of using it fir the 
fteoplo s good. 
Where it is not imposed 
lor public but for private piirpose.s, llien 
it cetises to be tjixation ;uid bceoine.s 
Iihindcr- 
Siielibcingtlioea.se, tlieqne.s- 
tion ari.se.s wlietlier railroads are public 
objeet.q and tho ansxvcr to this is no. 
“Tlioy are private pvoporty, whose own- 
“ers iimke it their httsiiiess to transport 
“ liei'.son.s and merediniidi.<e iu their own

“ itlated.” 
True, as they aceonimodiito 
a puhlie want they seem to jio.sse.ss a jmh- 
lic ehafaelof; Imt that eharaeler is in 
nowise different from that attaching lo ti 
hotel, a line of stages, or it gri.-t-mill— 
all of which tii'C iiublic, but In tlio eye of 
tlio law more iilivatc cntciprises hiegnn 
and carried on tor private gain. 
I'riviito 
gain is, with the railroad company as 
with the hotel proiniutor, the great iin- 
pelliug motive, and tlio lionetit to the 
public it mere incidental considonilion— 
so proven by tlte fact tliat, ifit were pos- 
.sible for a railroad or liotol to make mon­ 
ey without serving the juiblic, then the 
jmldiu would not be by them served. 
If 
tlins appearing that railroad.s are iirivato 
objects it is notin the power of the State, 
under the name of a botinty, or under any 
“other cover or suhtcffngo, to fiiriii.sli 
“ the capital 63 setinivate partie.s up in 
“any kind of husino.ss, orto subsidize tliuir 
“ business after tliey have, entered upon 
“ it.” 
’i'lio tavoring of one biminess at 
the c.xpense of tho rest, xvhetlier that one 
be farming or btinking, mercliandising or 
milling, printing or railroading, is not 
legitimate legislation, but, on the con­ 
trary, an invasion of that equality of 
right and privilege which is a maxim of 
State government. 
'These are apples of gold set in pictures 
of silver. 
'The whole absurdity of the 
modern doctrine of internal improvments 
is at once laid bare. 
The people of the 
United Stales build the Pacific Railroad, 
contributing millioi^ of dollars of their 
money and millions of acres of their land 
to its coiistriietion, and yet have as little 
interest iu and aré char^jod as much to 
ride upon that road as if it had boeii 
built by British capitalists.

Now that the itiiuds 
Ilf men have grown ealut and the trutli 
begun lo iirevail, you will doubtless wish 
to be infornied as to xvhat has been the 
real state oFaffairs at this place J'or tho 
piLSt few day.s, of tumult and excitement 
and what were tiie .actual objects sought 
to be aceomplislicd b\- those who were ac­ 
tive in fomenting the disturbances. 
It 
has boon dilfieult oven here to eorroetly 
estimate tin; daii;ror.s of the situation, and 
it is not to be wondered at that leiiorts of 
a highly exa.ggerated character have been 
promulgated abroad. 
'The difficulty as 
yon are already :tware orieinattxl in tho 
disorderly iirocecilings of a meeting of the 
Radie:il club at '/Ann Church, situated in 
the suburbs of tlio town, on iSaturday 
night last. 
Alston htnl iircviotisly boon 
elected Prc-sideiit of the club, dofoating 
several opponeiils. A bitter state of feol- 
iiig had been engendered in consei|uoneo 
thereof, and tho friemls of the Uel'cated 
candidatesxvho also differed fVoin Alston 
on points of parly policy wore pro.sent tit 
the meeting, and stvcmioiisly oppo.otd 
every measure sug.gqsted )>>; Alstqii. 
11 
sooin.i that tlió priiieiiial point of differ­ 
ence between tlie faotions is the prO[)rioty 
of fCtaiiiiiig white men in the iiarty.— 
Alston and hi.s friends adyooating tlio pol­ 
icy of discarding. the ivliito element and 
niakiii.g it a purely negro party, and the 
other faction oiqiosing this measure. So 
gteat a state of disorder and confusion 
was at leiigr.h produced that it was found 
necessary to adjouni the meeting without 
any of the objects for which it liad tusscm- 
blcd having been accotiiplisbcd. 'Tiie ene­ 
mies of Alston retired in liad humor and 
with abusive and threatening ian.gua^e. 
Shortly afterwards Alston wtts shot, 'llie 
next morning four of tlte leaders of the 
ojipo-ition Were aircstcd npon afiklavits 
ol' Alston and hi.s wife and lodged in jail. 
Tlie negroes and one or two of their white 
eoatl jiitor.s demanded of the ofiieei.s that 
theyarre.stevery iierson whom theymiglit 
de.sigiiate without affidavit being made. 
This was of course refu.sed. 
Al.sron and 
his i'ricnds ¡.s.sucd fmm tlioir_ head qtiar- 
ters ovdor.s to all the negroes in tUc eoun- 
tiy to repair immediately to 'Tuskcgee 
with their arms for the purpo.se of taking 
imittcr.s into their own hands. 
Crowds 
of armed negroes began to assemble, 
with throats to burn the town, wliip out 
the whites, tear down the jail and do ail 
manner of niiseliicf generally. 
Guards 
were .stationed on all the streets in the 
vieiiiify of Alston’s resideneo and till 
white men halted ;md denied passage. 
On Monday the negroes in the country 
eontinued to leave their work ajid eonto 
to town. 
Tlte Sheriff finding it Impos- 
silile to disper.-e them by vii '..iic of his 
official authority tilone, c.alled into ser­ 
vice a po.'iso of citizeii.s to assist liiin. On 
Tuc.sJay, fmding peiicoftil measures im- 
availalile, the posse gave tho negroes ten 
minutc.s to di.sper.-’C and leave the town, 
.staling that if they did not. do .so they 
would be tired upon.—'Tlie ncgnios tlion 
(pjiitllvtili^prti’m'il — Alliliiv lini" luia'uvGr. 
reports of the pre.soiieo of ciiii.-iderab’e 
liodies of armoil negroes at various points 
in tlic .surrounding eoniitry were brought 
to town and with such a degree of au- 
tliciitieation that it was deemed .sifo to 
call into service additional mimbefS of 
eitizeiiv. 
Manv ot those reports wore 
dmibtle.ss exaegeraleit and yet it ts the 
general opinion Uiathml nut pioni|>t and 
ellicieiit measures been taken, by the 
wliites and the auinonties, niiieh d.iui- 
age would iiavo been done-. 
'The negroo.s 
had been made to believe tbat_ Alston 
was an officer of superior aiitliority, and 
that they wete compelled to obey iui- 
plicitx' aiiv onlev he given them, imd 
they did actually exiiibit a readiness to 
do whatever ho might eotiimand in op- 
po.sitinn even to the civil aiitliorilics 
thetu.solvcs. 
If the coniptmv ol negro 
militiaIrom .Montgoineiy liail j>er.sisieil 
in Ihcir intention to come to 'lu.skegee, 
a Woody drama would have been eiiaetod 
and not one of them would ever have 
rctiirned to toll tlie tale. 
They may woll 
thank Gen. Clanton tliathe intei lined to 
provont their coming. 
Gov. hiiiithas you aware came up on 
Wcclne.sdav bnngiitg xvil.li him a compa­ 
ny ol U- fc- troo]3s, whtuh ho left at 
Cliehaw until he could get dchnite in- 
formtiticn us to the situation of affairs. 
He .stilted to tho bherift that as the civil 
authorities had proved efficient to pre- 
sen'C order ho would much prefer that 
no troops should bo called lor. 
iiie citi­ 
zens had however been on duty three 
days and nights, and were thoroughly 
cxliausted, and as tho Sheriff thought it 
advi.sablc to liavo a gvtard to protect the 
i 
)risoncrs in jail tigainst threatened vto- 
nnoe. ho icquosteil that the troopsshotild 
be sent to town. 
Tho request was com­ 
plied xvitli and boon on duty since, but will 
return to Montgomery this afternoon. 
Tho action of the Governor xvhile here 
■“ivas sensible, prompt, clheient and impar­ 
tial and entitles him to tho thanks of 
good citizens. 
Ho instructed the civil 
officers to use every effort to discover the 
loaders m tho disturbances and in every 
case to bring them to punisnment. 
He, 
hiui.sclf gave the names of some, who 
wore, tmplicatod. 
Several of the nog 
leaders have already been arrested and 
others arc being vigorously ^ pursued. 
Our carpet-hag post master, Gilbert was 
about being tmplicatod, but got wii.d of it 
and last night took to , his heels.
